Pursuant to a call lasued and signed 
by the requialte number of City Tap- 
plea, a apcrlal session and a caucus 
meeting: were held Monday nlaht In 
the Council Chamber for the purpose 
o' conalderlnK aome Important mat- 
tera. 

The call was amending two ordi- 
nances passed at the last mooting of 
Council and to procure an aaaesaor'* 
book, ami the first huslnoss waa the 
amending of the ordinnnoe rclatlvp to 
the Improving of Second street from 
the Kast side of t nloti to the weal 
aide of Carmel. which was to have 
been done by reconstructing It with 
afphalt. The ordinance waa amend- 
ed by changing the word "aspbiill 
and Inserting "vitrified brick." This 
change was made in order to get bids 
on both asphalt and brick for thai 
thoroughfare, several members claim- 
ing that n number of property owners 
along the line to be Improved do- 
aired brick, and of course, it wns only 
fair to get bids on both for the Wx\> - 
lit of those who will buve to foot 
the bill. The amendment was adopt- 
ed by a unanimous vote. 

The next business was an amend- 
ment to the new • liquor" license or- 
dinance. It is proposed to strike out 
the 4\i. gallons In the original ordi- 
nance and Insert one ense. 

The city aasesaor's liook waa the 
next special session to be disposed 
of, und the procuring of one was 
placed in the hands of the waya and 
means committee. At this Juncture 
Member Thomas of the First ward, 
arose and asked the mayor whether 
or not City Apsesaor .lames Stewart 
who was elected by the new t'oiineil, 
was a resident of Maysville or of rin- 
einnnutl, as be had heard that Mr 
Stewart m a resident at Ohio, and if 
ao, ho waa not oligiblo to hold office 
In Kentucky. This IiHd the same ef- 
fect on the ituiit meeting of Council 
as some one who had let a monkey- 
wrench get awav from Xlni and slide 
Into a set of gear wheels on a rapid- 
ly running mucliine, for it was the 
means of breaking up the special 
meeting, as Member Kuston question- 
ed the legality of such a proceedure 
aa Council had not been called to con- 
sider that question. 

In order to get at the matter, the 
special session was adjourned und the 
members went into a caucus meeting, 
pledging themselves to staud by the 
business transacted caucusly ut the 
rtgnlar meeting. It was caucused to 
leave the matter of investigating Mr 
Stewart's place of residence ami 
whether or not he had voted In Ohio 
to the waya anil means committee with 
Mayor Lee and the city attorney added, 
and what action they took would be 
sanctioned at the regular meeting ol 
the City Council. 

As this was about to end the meet 
Ing, City Attorney Calhoun made a 
statement to the caucusers that if they 
j would express their willingnesa to 
back him up, he would draw up an 
ordinance creating a sinking fund for 
the city, in order that the street pav- 
ing bonds coultl be disposed of to the 
varloua banks of this city. He ex- 
plained that the city would be com- 
pelled to pay for the street Intersec- 
tions of the proposed Improvements 
and about $3,600 worth of property 
that was not worth the Improvements, 
and in order to make a saving of a 
considerable amount to the city and 
property holders a sinking fund, lo 
uhlch the city would add 11.500 an- 
nually for ten years, with a slight ad- 
dition to take care of the interest, 
would Insure the sufety of tho banks 
and they would buy the street pav- 
ing bonds, and when the wo>k wan 
done the contractors coultl be paid 
In cash, thua enabling them to bid on 
the work and be sure of no bad debts. 
In doing this he thought the saving 
would be from 16 to 20 cents a square 
yard lower than the bids last year. 

He was instructed to go abeud with 
the ordinance, and the Council to a 
umi> would sustain it. 

Ilefore a motion coultl be mude to 
requite Chief Muckey lo screw up th 
press table to keep the wabble out of 
It and build a fence around the preas 
boys to keep some of the membc 
from spitting tobacco Juice on their 
good rlothos, the caucus caucused.

Worse than that, it 
would establish a perfect liquor ma- 
chine In the hands of the Governor by 
which a most gigantic political or- 
ganization would be built up, givinr 
the Governor, through his commis- 
sioner, the absolute control of the li- 
quor business 

No such political machine was ever 
dreamed of before in Kentucky and 
once established, the candidate for a 
state office who had Its support would 
start out win a campaign with every 
city and wet county at his back. 

In addition to Mis very dangerous 
and damning effect of Biieh a law It 
would mean the creation of a lot ol 
officers with a heavy expense upon 
the state. Governor Stanley was 
pledged against the creation of new 
officers, but his first deliberate act Is 
to stand sponsor for a measure which 
would create them by the wholesale 

It looks very much like Governor 
Stanley was In a hole. He could not 
come out against the Greene bills, 
which would put a stop to Sundny sa- 
loons for It would mean |H>lltIcnl de- 
struction to him. and be would not 
come out for them on account of the 
great hostility he would arouse among 
his political friends In Covington and 
Newport who elected him Governor 
and who are In full sympathy with 
the open Sunday saloon. 

To avoid the issue he bus favored 
something else, which to our mind 
would result In the submission of tbo 
amendment permitting a vote on pro- 
hibition. The News has stood for the 
county unit, principally upon the 
grounds of locnl self government, bu» 
If Governor Stanley s bill should be- 
come a law we would have no ground 
to stand on In supporting the county 
unit as better temperance legislation 
than state prohibition.
